The traveler whom fate brings to the 


colonies may journey from end to end of 
them without seeing in the flesh either 


t the animala th«t figure upon the Ana- 
irulian coat of arms—the kangaroo and 
theoiim. There are plenty of both in 
•t-rtain districts, but they are many 
miles away from the railroads, as a rule, 
md are seen only by those who have oc- 
wision to visit remote "stations," and to 
explore the alternate stretches of plain 
in<l "bush." which constitute the "back 
flocks," HS the interior portions of the 
co an try are styled in colonial phrase- 
ology 


When the early settlers entered the 


country they found the marsupial tribe 
•T.VJIrming in countless millions all over 
it, and when they sought pasturage for 
their flocks discovered that the ungener 
ous soil would not furnish grass enough 
for kangaroos and sheep together. A 
war of extermination upon the original 
[>asturers upon the land was therefore 
inaugurated, and waged withsnch dead- 
y effect that at present a kangaroo is in 
most districts quite as conspicuous by 
nis absence as the buffalo upon the plains 
of America. 


ONCE ABUNDANT. 


The old squatters relate extraordinary 


tales of the former abundance of these 
•strange creatures—how the eye could 
not range in any direction without see- 
ing hundreds of them; how they entered 
ihe "paddocks" and grazed in the midst 
of the sheep, and how, when the grass 
^rew scant and the nocks were on the 
verge of starvation, "drives" were or- 
ganized, in which thousands of the kan- 
garoos were killed anil the sparse pastur- 
age was eased. 
Wanton as seems the 


wholesale slaughter of these animals, it 
vvsis, from t he squatter's point of view, 
a stern and imperative necessity. The 
only regret of pastoralists in the prem- 
ises is that they did not then know the 
fortune that they lost by allowing the 
carcasses of the slain ta'Heand rot where 
they had fallen, for there was no sus- 
picion then that kangaroo leather was of 
any value, or that a demand would 
spring up for it that should make the 
skin of one of these animals worth more 
fhan that of the sheep whose protection 
was bought by their slaughter. So im- 
portant has the trade in kangaroo hides 
now become that the question of how the 
animals that furnish them shall be pre- 
served has taken the place of devising 
measures for their extinction. 


The progress of the kangaroo is rapid, 


and for a mile or two it requires a good 
aorse to keep in Bight of him. 
After 


that, however, he tires, and is overtaken 
without difficulty. 


The chase of the kangaroo is under- 


taken variously—on horseback, with or 
without dogs, and by stalking, either 
with rifle or shotgun, A kangaroo hunt 
on horseback is an exciting and often 
dangerous pastime. 
In timber, where it 


usually takes place, it is particularly 
hazardous, owing to fallen logs and low 
set branches, which often sweep the 
incautious hunter over his horse's tail 
nnd drop him in an undignified position 
on the ground behind. 
Firearms are 


not employed in this pursuit, and when 
the game is cornered it is killed by a 
olow from the butt end of a heavy rid- 
ing whip or from a stirrup which is un- 
shipped from the saddle for the purpose. 
The dogs used in the chase are a rough 
breed of large greyhounds, which have 
not only the strength necessary to pur- 
sue a flying kangaroo for miles, but also 
to attack him when he is brought to bay. 
The old dogs in a station pack of kan- 
garoo hunters are often marked from 
ears to tail with frightful scars, the rec- 
ords of many tough encounters with an 
animal which, timid and inoffensive as 
it is by nature, develops in peril a cour- 
age and even ferocity that are rarely 
found outside the order of carnivora. 


HOW HE FIGHTS. 


The kangaroo seems poorly provided 


uy nature with offensive weapons. His 
powers of biting are not formidable, and 
his forepaws are so weak as to seem al- 
most rudimentary members and of little 
use. 
His hind legs are muscular and 


strong, but are apparently of use only to 
assist flight from his enemies. In these 
bind legs is found, however, a most for- 
midable weapon in the shape of a long 
claw as hard as steel and sha,rp as a 
chisel—as terrible tP 4°gs as the scythe 
chariota of the ancients were to their en- 
emies. 
When run down, the kangaroo, 


placing a tree behind him to protect his 
rear, will seize in his forepaws such In- 
discreet dogs as rush upon him, and, 
Holding then} firmly, disembowel th.em 
with a sweep of his sicklelike claws. 
Even the hunters themselves thus caught 
in the viselike grip of an "old man" kan- 
garoo of the larger breeds have some- 
times suffered in like manner, and bave 
now an4 then taken their own turn at 
oeing hunted as the enraged animal 
turned upon them and attacked their 
horses with blind ferocity. The.kanga- 
roo fights with great address and intelli- 
gence, and if he can find a stream or 
water hole in which to await hia foes,, 
will station himself waist deep in it and. 
pushing the dogs under one by one as 
><av swim out to attack him, either 


• «dro"wu theui outright or compel them to 


retire from want of breath. Against 
human enemies, armed only with clubs 
or stirrup irons, the kangaroo often 
shows himself a clever boxer, warding 
off blows very dexterously with his fope- 
paws, and now and then making for- 
ward bounds, with rapid play of his dan- 
gerous hind feet, which are difficult to 
avoid.—Melbourne Cor. Boston Journal.

Sharks la Long; Island Sound. 


An unusual number of large sharks 


was reported during September in .Long 
[sland and Fisher's Island sounds. To 
these the name of man eater is generally 
applied. 
As a matter of fact, however, 


the true man eating shark (Carcharodon 
archarias) ia rarely seen on our coast. 
This species grows to a length of twen- 
ty-five feet and to the weight of one ton, 
being surpassed in size only by the bask- 
ing bhark. It is a relative of the enor- 
mous shark whose teeth occur fossil in 
the phosphate beds of South Carolina. 
Any shark measuring nine or ten feet in 
length is liable to be called a man eater, 
and not without warrant, for all of them 
will attack inan with slight provocation 
or when suffering from hunger.—Forest 
and Stream.

An Army of Aiitg. 


Silently, deadly and irresistibly move 


these battalions; out of the forest, down, 
into, across and up the ditch, through 
the boma (wood stockade), across the 
square, and into every nook and cranny 
conceivable they swarmed.

oung mice told their story. As fast as 
he ant£ found their load, generally a 
ockroach, they would make off down 
he hill in long lines. Luckily they never 
onched our granaries; they seemed to 
refer animal food. Toward morning 
there would only be a few thousand lost 
mes, aimlessly tearing about, apparently 
ooking for the main body which had 
lust decamped. 


Usually these raids on us were made 


ifter a rainstorm; many of them came 
into the fort already staggering under 
loads, these appeared to wander about 
till the others were ready.

The "lightning An-enter." 


To the uninitiated it is a great pusale 


how the dangers of lightning are ar- 
rested where there are so many con- 
Juctors of electricity as there are in a 
telegraph office. 
More than 2,000 wires 


enter the big Western Union building in 
New York city, and from one to a thou- 
sand in other offices of that company 
throughout tho United States. Each of 
these wires run more or less directly to 
the deslfs of the operators. 
This being 


the case, how do they guard against dan- 
ger from lightning during times of great 
electrical disturbances? 
Even when less 


electric attractions aro wanting most 
people confess to a certain feeling of in- 
security when the elements rage and 
wake up terrifying flashes of forked 
fury. 
But science has provided an an- 


swer to the question asked above, as 
well as to almost all other puzzles which 
stand in the way of human progress. 


Every wire as it enters a building 


passes through the bottom of a long, 
narrow board, and then again through 
it at the top. This board is the "light- 
ning arrester." If the current is heavy 
fhe first effect of tho board is to deprive 
it of much of its force. 
Should tho first 


contact with the "arrester" fail to elim- 
inate the lightning of its fatal powers it 
passes on to the top of the board and 
touches a spring which communicates 
with a '"drop," instantly shutting off all 
connection with the operating room. 
The spring is called tho "plush magnet," 
and beyond it no overcharge of light- 
ning, whether proceeding from a storm 
or from contact with other wirois, can 
possibly go.—St. Louis Republic.
